At the June club general meeting the club mem- 
bership present voted to spend up to $2000 for 
expenses for the move to the new location. A 
partial list of our expenses includes the build- 
ing permits for the new site, concrete pad for the 
new building, moving the building to the Ro- 
bison Park site, and a power drop to the build- 


ing. We have already received some donations 
toward the move and we are happy to accept 
further donations to help offset these moving 
expenses. You can give donations to any board 
member at our club meetings or sent them to the 
club treasurer at the regular club P.O. Box mail- 
ing address. Thank you to everyone who is sup- 
porting our move. 


Finally the July General meeting will be on 
Friday July 15th at the Good Shepherd United 
Methodist Church at the corner of Reed Road 
and Vance Avenue at 7PM. The subject will be 
similar to the June meeting. We will have the 
scoring complete from Field Day and we will 
have our Field Day wrap-up and compare our 
results to previous years. And we will have the 
latest up to date information on the repeater 
move. Hopefully we will be able to report that 
the move is almost complete. The August meet- 
ing will be the annual Tailgate Hamfest at the 
church parking lot. Hope to see you at all the 
meetings!

The June 2005 meeting of the Fort Wayne Radio Club 
was held at the Good Shepherd United Methodist 
Church with President Tom Baker as the host. There 
were about 20 persons present. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


There were no minutes from the May meeting as it 
was the Spring Banquet and thus no business meeting 
was conducted. 


Tom Baker gave the Treasurer’s report. As of 17 June 
2005 the club had realized an income of $1,479.73 for 
the year, and expenses of $960.04. Cash on hand was 
$87.00 while the checking/savings accounts held a to- 
tal of $6,801.83. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


Tom Baker announced that preparations for the move 
of the 146.76 MHz, 146.91 MHz and 444.875 MHz 
repeaters from the Spy Run site to the Robinson Park 
site were proceeding. The repeater move committee 
had estimated an upper limit on the expenses involved 
in this project at $2,000.00. This upper limit was not 
expected to be reached unless the necessity to purchase 
new feedline or need to replace antennas should mate- 
rialize. After discussion a motion to approve expenses 
of up to $2,000.00 was made by Bill Trulock and was 
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seconded by Clint Stedge. The subsequent 
vote on the motion was in the affirmative. 


Tom Baker noted that the Board of Directors 

were discussing the possibility of raising the surcharge 
for a mailed hardcopy version of the Allen County 
Ham news from the present value of $6.00 to $12.00. 
Most members have elected to receive the Ham news 
electronically. The printing and mailing costs for the 
hardcopy version costs the club about $12.00 for each 
copy mailed per year, thus the Board is considering 
raising the surcharge to cover the real costs involved. 


Steve Nardin reported that the VHF-QSO party held 
out at Larry Temenoff’s “plantation” was successful 
although the participants got a bit wet during the mon- 
soon rains that occurred over the weekend during the 
event. 


Tom Baker announced that all plans for Field Day were 
proceeding on schedule. There will be a QRP party at 
the Field Day site Friday night. Field Day setup will 
start Saturday morning at 08:00. The Hog Roast will 
start serving Saturday evening at 5:30 pm. Tom noted 
that we are planning to operate 4A again this year. 


Following the business meeting Steve Nardin provided 
a presentation (with pictures) on the VHF QSO party 
out at Larry’s place.

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Another Old QSL

Ft Wayne DX Association 


The August 2004 FWDXA column in the Allen Coun- 
ty HamNews looked at three old QSLs, along with a 
short history of the countries (more properly called 
entities in the DXCC world) that these QSLs repre- 
sented. This month’s column continues with another 
old QSL. 


Vicky and I attended the Friedrichshafen (Germany) 
hamfest that was held on Friday June 24, Saturday 
June 25, and Sunday June 26. This hamfest draws 
18,000-20,000 amateur radio enthusiasts from all over 
Europe, along with a smattering of attendees from the 
other continents (there were at most 15 Americans 
there). Attendance-wise, Friedrichshafen is second 
only to the Dayton hamfest. 


Most of our time was spent at the ARRL booth check- 
ing DXCC, WAS, and WAC applications. All in all 
there were about 8 card checkers present from several 
different countries, and the 250 or so applications were 
done by late Saturday afternoon. 


On Saturday Vicky and I were sitting near Gerard 
F2VX checking cards. He was checking a DXCC en- 
dorsement from F9DM, a quite elderly ham (I believe 
Gerard said he was 92). Due to his age, F9DM had 
some very old QSLs included in his submission. 


The one that caught my eye was a QSL from 9S4CX 
(see the accompanying photo). F9DM’s QSO with 
9S4CX was on November 22, 1956 in the 20 meter 
phone band. Note that the transmitter produced 5Ow 
using a VFO and a power amplifier (PA). The receiver 
used 10 tubes. Back in those days, phone meant AM 
- SSB was still on the horizon for most amateurs. 


If you look at the list of current entities in The ARRL 
DXCC List, you won’t find the prefix 9S4. You’ll have 
to go to the deleted entities section to find that 9S4 was 
the prefix for Saar (pronounced zahr or sahr). 


Saar is a state in West Germany on the French-German 
border. It is named for the Saar River, which flows 
through the area. After World War I, France occupied 
the Saar region. In 1947, when the DXCC program 
re-started after World War II, the Saar region was un- 
der partial self-government and thus it qualified as a 
separate entity on the DXCC list. It remained on the 
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current entity list until early 1957, when the people of 
Saar voted to unite with West Germany. That’s when it 
went to the deleted list.

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IC Inventor Jack Kilby, EX-W9GTY, SK 


from The ARRL Letter — Jack St Clair Kilby, who held 
the call sign W9GTY in the 1930s and 1940s, died in 
Dallas June 20 at age 81. He was awarded the Nobel 
Prize in Physics in 2000 for his part in the invention of 
the first monolithic integrated circuit. 


A native of Great Bend, Kansas, Kilby has been cred- 
ited with making the Information Age possible. 


He became interested in Amateur Radio after a severe 
ice storm crippled Western Kansas in 1937. 


Following college and a stint in the Army, Kilby went 
to work on the transistor for Centralab in Milwaukee. 
In 1958, he moved to Dallas to work for Texas Instru- 
ments, where he came upon the idea of creating the 
integrated circuit. By 1960 the first chips were made 
available to industry, and the age of microelectonics 
was upon us. 


A public memorial service for Jack Kilby will be held 
Monday, June 27, at 10 AM on the Southern Method- 
ist University campus at the Caruth Auditorium in the 
Meadow School of the Arts, 6101 Bishop Boulevard, 
Dallas, Texas.

ARRL Headquarters just sent out another reminder 
about spurious, virus-infected e-mails. These e-mails 
suggest that the receipent’s account has been used to 
send “a large amount of unnsolicited commercial e- 
mail,” that their password has been changed, or some 
other action was going to be taken regarding their arrl. 
net “account” These e-mails may be signed by “The 
ARRL Support Team” or “the arrl.net team.” Some 
messages also may show up as e-mail bounces from 
“Postmaster” or “Mail Administrator.” These mes- 
sages, which include a file attachment, are BOGUS. 
They do not originate from ARRL, and the recipients 
of such messages should never attempt to open the 
attached file. Outside of routine correspondence, the 
ARRL only sends e-mail to members who specifically 
request mailings, such as WIAW bulletins and The 
ARRL Letter. Opening the attached file on one of the 
bogus messages could unleash a nasty computer virus. 
As a defense against these kinds of viruses, the League 
strongly recommends installing virus-protection soft- 
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ware on all personal computers and updating aK 


those virus definations on a regular basis. 


Everyone, don’t forget that the upcoming 

Field Day weekend is nearly here (June 25- 

26). Please don’t say that we’ ve done all that 

before. Most clubs have new members that 

haven’t ever operated during Field Day, and 

you could be a helpful mentor to those new 

hams. I’m planning to visit several Field Day 

sites during the weekend, and plan to meet some of the 
participants. Don’t forget that bonus points for your 
Field Day scores can be easily earned by sending me 
or our SEC Dave Pifer an NTS message during Field 
Day operating hours.

Mel Stuart, KODNN passed away 
June 26 in his sleep. He had been 
employed at ITT in fort Wayne for 
45 years. Mel was a veteran of WW 
II where he served as a CW opera- 
tor. He was a former member of Fort 
Wayne Radio Club and had been ac- 
tive on the old 6 m AM net. He was an uncle of Ken 
Uhrick, KB9YKU. 


Ten-Tec Co-founder Al Kahn, 
K4FW, SK 


from The ARRL Letter — Albert R. “Al” 
Kahn, K4FW, of Cassopolis, Michigan, 
died June 15. He was 98. An ARRL mem- 
ber, Kahn--with Jack Burchfield, K4JU, 
co-founded Ten-Tec following his retire- 
ment from Electro-Voice (E-V), which 
he’d also founded and served as president. 
Kahn continued his regular CW schedules 
until just a few days before he died. 


“Tt’s a sad day, but few of us will leave the sort of foot- 
prints that Al did during his long and productive life,” 
remarked ARRL CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ. Ten-Tec, 
on its Web site, acknowledged Kahn’s passing “with 
the deepest regret.” Kahn had remained a member of 
Ten-Tec’s Board of Directors. 


Kahn’s daughter Carol Bieneman says that radio and 
sound communication fascinated her father from child- 
hood. “At age 12 he joined a Boy Scout troop and was 
sent home with a radio to repair,” she recounts. “This 
was the start of his lifelong passion for radio.” 


Born in LaSalle, Illinois, Kahn moved as a child to 
South Bend, Indiana. He became licensed there in 
1921 as 9BBI and later held W8DUS in Michigan. 
As Burchfield tells it, Kahn (with Lou Burroughs, a 
local machinist) in 1927 started a radio service shop 
in South Bend. Legendary Notre Dame football coach 
Knute Rockne needed a public address system to am- 
plify his voice during practice sessions, and he came 
to Kahn for help. 


Most microphones of the day were carbon-button 
types, but Kahn constructed a superior velocity--or 
ribbon--microphone and put together a PA system that 
Rockne called his “electric voice.” In 1930, Kahn and 
Burroughs adopted the name Electro-Voice for the 
business and began making velocity microphones, 
which they also supplied to the military during World 
War II. During the war, Kahn invented and patented a 
noise-canceling microphone and marketed it success- 
fully to the military. The design is still in use. 


E-V added “high-fidelity” equipment and speakers to 
its product line, and, in 1960, the company built two 
plants in Tennessee and shifted operations there from 
the Midwest. Kahn was president of E-V until 1969 
when it merged with Gulton Industries. After depart- 
ing E-V, Kahn and Burchfield founded equipment 
manufacturer Ten-Tec, now in its 37th year of man- 
ufacturing HF radio equipment for Amateur Radio, 
commercial, and military applications. 
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Kahn accumulated many honors over his more than 
eight decades as a radio amateur and industry figure. 
He was inducted into the CQ Amateur Radio Hall of 
Fame and was a member of the First-Class CW Op- 
erators Club (FOC), the Old Old Timer’s Club, the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association (QCWA), and 
the A-1 Operator Club. In 2002, the QCWA honored 
Kahn on his 80th anniversary as an amateur licensee. 
He also received an Army/Navy “E” Award in 1945 
for supplying the War Department with thousands of 
microphones during World War II. The Boy Scouts of 
America presented Kahn with its Silver Beaver Award 
for staffing Amateur Radio stations at international 
scout jamborees. 


A memorial service for Al Kahn is set for Saturday, 
July 16, at the Diamond Cove Missionary Church, 
22541 Diamond Cove Road, Cassopolis, Michigan. 
Visitation will be from 2 PM until 4 PM at the church, 
followed immediately by the memorial service at 4 
PM.

Johnson recounts. But the propagation gods were not 
smiling. Enter Phil, W7PDZ, and Larry, KAOMZL. 
“Phil continued where Bruce left off, while Larry noti- 
fied the Nevada Highway Patrol,” Johnson continues. 
“The highway patrol showed up and took note of our 
situation. A tow truck out of Pahrump, Nevada, came 
and took us to an RV park across the street from an 
auto parts store!” The next day Johnson was able to pin 
down the problem--a failed ignition coil. He picked up 
and installed a new one, and he and his family were 
good to go. “Without the assistance and perseverance 
of these gentlemen, it would have been a very long day 
and possibly night,” he says.

Amateur Radio Emergency Communication 
Focus Of World Conference 


from The ARRL Letter — Tampere, Finland, played host June 
13-14 to the first Global Amateur Radio Emergency Com- 
munications Conference (GAREC 2005). Participants from 
17 countries and representatives of all three International 
Amateur Radio Union (IARU) regions gathered to discuss 
and exchange information on the role of Amateur Radio in 
emergency communication. A conference statement summa- 
rized the value of Amateur Radio to emergency communica- 
tion worldwide. 


“The Amateur Radio Service has the proven capabilities and 
capacities to serve the international community through its 
global network of infrastructure-independent stations,” the 
statement concluded. “Such stations are not only most likely 
to withstand the physical impact of disasters, but their flex- 
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ibility furthermore avoids the overload all public networks 
inevitably experience in the aftermath of disasters.” 


The statement also pointed to the Amateur Service as “an 
invaluable resource of skilled operators, trained and experi- 
enced in maintaining communications under the most adverse 
conditions.” It further concluded that it’s essential “to ensure 
that this resource can be fully utilized in the service of emer- 
gency and disaster response providers.” Conferees agreed as 
well that the Amateur Service needs access to “appropriate 
portions of the shared and limited resource of the radio fre- 
quency spectrum.” 


The IARU has submitted the summary as an input document 
to the World Summit on the Information Society (WSIS), set 
to take place in Tunisia this November. 


Representing the IARU and chairing GAREC 2005 was Hans 
Zimmermann, HB9AQS, the IARU’s International Coordina- 
tor for Emergency Communications. Past ARRL President 
Rod Stafford, W6ROD, represented IARU in his capacity as 
Region 2 President and the League in his capacity as Interna- 
tional Affairs Vice President. 


Major topics included cooperation between radio amateurs 
and institutional emergency response providers on the nation- 
al level, and an exchange of experiences from recent events. 
Presentations showed how hams support emergency respond- 
ers as skilled volunteer telecommunication operators as well 
as via their own global networks. 


Conferees also talked over ways to improve and facilitate the 
work of emergency communication networks. Participants 
agreed on the desirability of establishing a “Center of Activ- 
ity Frequency” for emergency traffic on 80, 40, 20, 17 and 15 
meters. SRAL, the IARU member-society for Finland and the 
host of GAREC 2005 will forward a proposal to that effect to 
the IARU for its consideration. This could happen during the 
IARU Region 1 Conference this September. GAREC-2005 
did not put forth specific center-of-activity frequencies, but 
the proposal did recommend calling them “The Tampere Fre- 
quencies.” 


Because of Tampere’s association with the history of emer- 
gency and disaster communication, the city’s name has be- 
come nearly synonymous with emergency telecommunica- 
tion. Among signal events, an experts’ conference there in 
1991 adopted the Tampere Declaration on Disaster Com- 
munications. In 1998, the Intergovernmental Conference on 
Emergency Telecommunications (ICET-98) adopted the Tam- 
pere Convention on the Provision of Telecommunication Re- 
sources for Disaster Mitigation and Relief Operations. Effec- 
tive as of January 8, 2005, the convention largely eliminates 
roadblocks to moving telecommunications personnel and 
equipment across international borders into and within disas- 
ter-stricken areas. Tampere has hosted several related confer- 
ences on emergency telecommunication as well. To maintain 
the momentum, plans already are being discussed for a second 
global conference in 2006.
